MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - 


Some school superintendents in 
Alabama say Negro as well as 
white teachers are reluctant to 
transfer to schools now predom- 
inantly of the opposite race. 


Because 
of 
that, 
school 


boards, particularly in counties 
where Negroes have a popula- 
tion majority, say they are find- 
ing It difficult to comply with 
federal court desegregation or- 
ders. 


In rural 
Lowndes County, 


where Negroes outnumber white 
residents 4 to 1 and where the 
board has been directed to 
"take affirmative steps" toward 
faculty integration, every white 
teacher has resigned except at 
one school. 
But In Selma, in 


adjoining Dallas County, school 
authorities say proportionately 
more white than Negro teachers 
have volunteered for desegrega- 
tion assignments. 


Negro leaders attribute the 


reluctance within their race to 
fear of reprisals, and as one of 
them expressed it, possibly the 
belief that the superintendent 
wants them to display an unwill- 
ing attitude. 


Cue spokesman, Executive 


Secretary Joe Reed of the Ne« 
sro Alabama State Teachers As* 
sociation, said school boards in* 
vite a negative response by ask» 
Ing for volunteers, as some have 
done, 


He said Negro teachers in a 


potentially hostile atmosphere 
feel more secure if they are or* 
dered to transfer loan if they 
volunteer.

Divers Trying 
to Learn If 
Tankers Leak

AVON-B Y-THE-SEA,

(AP) — Deep sea divers are de- 
scending to the cold depths of 
the Atlantic Ocean In hope of 
unravelling a 25-year-old mys« 
tery of whether sunken oil tank- 
ers are seeping their cargoes to 
the surface. 


President Johnson ordered the 


pilot project undertaken to de- 
termine whether any of the 103 
tankers 
sunk 
off American 


shores— most of them victims 
of German submarines during 
World War II— pose an oil pollu- 
tion threat to the coastline. 


Divers, using underwater tele- 


vision cameras, went 90 feet to 
the ocean bottom Monday to ex* 
amine the Gulftrade, a tanker 
sliced In two by a German tor- 
pedo in 1942. It sank with a loss 
of 18 lives and carried 4 million 
gallons of oil to the bottom. 


Coast Guard officials said 


there was no apparent trace of 
oil. Today the divers investigate 
the R.P. Resor, which also was 
torpedoed off the South Jersey 
shore in 1942, 
Both ships are 


within 14 miles of the coastline. 


If any oil is discovered, offi- 


cials said, it will be siphoned 
off, 


"Little is known about what 


happened to the ships and their 
cargoes during their years at 
the bottom of the sea," said 
Donald G, Agger of the U,S, be* 
partment 
of 
Transportation 


which is supervising the project 
with the Coast Guard, 


"This venture," he said, "is in 


many ways a mystery story," 


Officials were unable to say if 


all 103 sunken tankers will be in- 
vestigated, 


Authorities speculated oilooz- 


ing from the tankers may have 
caused the oil pollution to Cape 
Cod beaches in Massachusetts 
and killed 6,000 wild sea ducks 
off the South Jersey coast, 


Both incidents occurred last 


April, shortly after the tanker 
Torrey Canyon ran aground 
near Cornwall, England, leaving 
a slick ol millions of gallons of 
thick black oil that coated Brit* 
ish shores, 


it is administratively feasible."

Berry-tree 
S/iafcers Reap 
Nourishment 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 


Forty years ago 
the British 


decided to plant in the new In- 
dian capital trees that would not 
only offer shade but also would 
provide nourishment. The idet 
gave birth to New Delhi's berry- 
tree shakers. 


The trees today line the city's 


major 
downtown avenues and 


residential streets, often form" 
Ing arches overlapping at the 
center of the streets. Late each 
summer their berries ripen and 
with the monsoon rains they 
begin falling to the ground. 


The sweet berries are consid- 


ered a delicacy by Indians and 
if controls were not established, 
the rush to gather them might 
turn into chaos. 


So the government, w h i c h 


technically 
owns 
the trees, 


"leases" them to berry pickers, 
A family of peasants will pay 
several rupees per tree andusu- 
ally will contract for the right to 
all the trees along one block of 
a given street. 


When the word spreads that 


the berries are nearly ripe, the 
berry pickers and their families 
move Into their block, pitch a 
lean-to shelter and set up house- 
keeping where they can keep an 
eye on their trees. Often they 
have to chase off children 
as 


well 
as crows, parrots and 


squirrels. 


According 
to 
government 


rule, anyone can help himself to 
berries which fall to the ground. 
But once the contractor has col- 
lected the berries, no one else 
can touch them. The contractors 
can shake the trees, but they 
cannot disfigure them or pull off 
branches. 


The berries are called Jamun 


by the Indians and a professor 
at Delhi University says their 
botanical name is Eugenia Jam. 
bolina.

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Duffy's Review of Values 


CHICAGO— (NBA)— In the first week of August, every as- 


piring varsity football player at Michigan State received a 
letter from his football coach, signed informally, 
"Duffy," 


inviting him to try out for the 1967 team. 


And if he bothered to read through to the end of it, before 


Duffy Daugherty extended season's greetings, there was a 
ppetic ode to inspire him. It read: 
r "If you can't be a highway, then just be a trail; 


If you can't be a sun, be a star; 
For it isn't by size that you win or you fail, 


: Be the best in whatever you are." 
In today's age of hippies and cynicism, the couplet could 


be construed as pure corn. But you have to appreciate first 


of all that it comes from a 
man who raised himself up 
out of the coal mines of 
Pennsylvania, literally, to 
become famous in academic 
circles. 


Duffy Daugherty has fac- 


ulty tenure, after all, as the 
coach of the Michigan State 
University f o o t b a l l team. 
And with former students 
like Bubba Smith, 280 
pounds, he has pursued his 
research on winning with 
enormous success. Over the 
years, he has also estab- 
lished a reputation as a rac- 
onteur and wit. 


His stories are tempered 


by a firm conviction that 
when he talks about his life's 
work, football, 
its values 


transcend the mere playing 
of a game. On Duffy, all the 
cliches of sport look good. 
Recently, he addressed a 


fathering of the Football Writers Association of America, 
rhere there are more skeptics than you'd find in the whole 
tate of Missouri, and held them with the kind of pep talk 
'ou'd expect to hear in a junior high school dressing room. 


Every now and then, in this business of sports, it's refresh- 


ng to review the basic motivations and emotions of games 
that excite and preoccupy men. So I've asked Duffy to re- 
yiew the values of football as he would express them. 
' "Young men," he began, "learn the value of hard work, 
that there's no easy way to become a champion, that you 
have to go in and dig and dig, then dig some more if you're 
going to excel. They also learn the value of teamwork, the 
Value of being able to judge their teammates on their quali- 
ties as individuals, and on their courage and loyalty and dedi- 
cation to the team. 


"They learn the value of being willing to accept discipline, 


to respect authority and obey a few simple rules handed 
down to them. 
: "But, above all, they learn the value of the desire to excel, 
the willingness to try to be the very best in everything they 
jmdertake." 


And then Duffy got lyrical. 
"These young men should hitch their wagons to lhat pro- 


verbial star, to have lofty dreams and ambitions. Maybe they 
pao'i attain them, but just the attempt makes everything 
worth-while. 
' "And I think the determination necessary to accomplish 
these things, the stick-to-it-iveness demonstrated in tht great 
game of football makes it possible for them to achieve almost 
anything they dare to dream." 


And so, when "these young men" report back to East Lan- 


sing on Aug. 31 for physical examination and press day prior 
to tie start of another football season, Duffy will dare men- 
tion to them a dream of his own. 


He wants the Michigan State Spartans u> be the first team

is more uneasiness now about 
the American position in South 
Vietnam than at any time since 
President 
Ngo 
Dinh Diem's 


ouster and assassination in 1963, 
with solutions looking less easy. 


In the closing days of Diem's 


regime It became clear to the 
Kennedy 
administration, 
al- 


though it seemed clear to a lot 
of people before then, that he 
was more hindrance than help 
to -resistance against the Com- 
munist push, 


He lived in his own little, thor- 


oughly 
undemocratic 
world, 


running a dictatorship, unmind- 
ful of the masses of the peasan- 
try, jealous of his power. 


As a result of his Isolation 


from the people and their needs 
the Viet Cong helped themselves 
to the countryside, a position 
from which they have not been 
dislodged since. 


After his death there were a 


number of successors as the 
Vietnamese 
generals 
maneu» 


vered among themselves for 
power. This country managed to 
do business with all of them. 


Finally Nguyen Cao Ky as 


premier and Lt. Gen. Nguyen 
Van Thieu as chief of state 
emerged and managed to re- 
press some of the internal disor- 
ders, like the protests of the 
B uddhists. 


This gave the Impression of 


stability although the country 
was being run by a military jun- 
ta;

claimed to be fighting the war, 
to prevent a Communist take- 
over, so the people could deter- 
mine their own future.

determination would be elec- 
tions. They have been arranged 
for next month.

and Ky for vice president on the 
same ticket.

wore boots, cowboy hat, West- 
ern tie and a satin shirt with 
pearl snap buttons to a news 
conference and appeared unpre- 
turbed as he read a prepared 
statement. 


Miller said his job involved 


ordering surplus goods offered 
free by the government to anti- 
poverty agencies. 


He asked 
first for micro- 


scopes, he said. But they were 
unavailable, so he ordered the 
telescopic sights, thinking the 
lenses could be used to make 
microscopes. 


Miller said he did not know 


for certain that his plan for 
making 
microscopes 
would 


work. 


Dr. Jack Thompson, professor 


of optics at the University of 
Houston, said such conversion 
was impossible, since a micro- 
scope constructed

scope lenses would magnify ob- 
jects only two or three times.

The humanitarian appeal is plain. 


All too often, the criminal's victim 
has no insurance to cover this kind 
of a situation. As for his right to 
sue the criminal for damages, the 
chances of collecting anything are 
pretty dim. Thus he may suffer not 
only the physical ordeal of the 
crime itself but a financial ordeal 
as well. 


On the other hand, the compen- 


sation idea has drawn some serious 
objections. 


For one thing, the government 


does not undertake to compensate 
lots of other victims—just as inno- 
cent as the victims of crime. The 
person struck by lightning, 
how- 


ever unlucky, must generally fend 
for himself without a government 
check. 


Furthermore, it may be difficult 


in a particular case to ascertain ex- 
actly how innocent the victim really 
was. Should a robbery victim get 
less because he had gone slumming 
in a tough neighborhood, just for 
kicks? Should a rape victim get less 
because she had been flirting with 
her attacker? 


Still, whatever the problems, 


there is much public sympathy for 
lhe P1^'*11 of lhe criminal's victim.
